Sergeant Alan Wood, from the Regional 
Collision Investigation Unit, said: “The 
driver of the car stopped at the scene and 
is assisting officers with the investigation.

LONG-AWAITED plans for a 
rail innovation centre in Dud¬ 
ley have moved a step closer 
after the scheme was recom¬ 
mended for approval by coun¬ 
cil bosses. 

Outline plans for the £28 million 
project in Dudley’s Castle Hill are due 
to be given the green light by council¬ 
lors on Monday 

The Very Light Rail Innovation Centre and 
testing track is part of a scheme by Warwick 
Manufacturing Group, which struck a deal with 
Dudley Council two years ago. 

Council chiefs have promised the ‘world 
class’ centre will create 225 jobs, 331 appren¬ 
ticeships and 33 new 
businesses by 2021. 
Dudley Council’s 
cabinet member for 
leisure, Khurshid 
Ahmed, said: “This 
new innovation 
centre will be an 
example of Dudley 
making history once 
again. 

“We want to be 
Proposed light rail hub at the forefront of 
innovation and that 
new technology created at the centre will help 
transport not just nationally but also interna¬ 
tionally. This will help the people of Dudley, 
create jobs and will also be an iconic building 
for people to visit. 

“Ministers are very keen for this develop¬ 
ment to happen, we’ve got a commitment from 
the Black Country Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship and are also confident we will get Euro¬ 
pean funding.” 

Tunnel 

A ‘very light rail’ line will run from a new¬ 
ly-built technology centre at the bottom of 
Castle Hill, through Dudley Tunnel and termi¬ 
nating close to Cinder Bank. 

The site was last used as British Rail freight- 
liner depot but closed during the late 1980s, as 
well as housing Dudley railway station, which 
closed in the mid 1960s. 

The council report states: “The proposal 
would retain provision for the Metro line, pas¬ 
senger and rail freight. It is considered that the 
proposed development would have no undue 
harm on the historic environment. The devel¬ 
opment will also contribute towards delivery 
of council plan priorities such as regeneration, 
jobs, education and health.” 

A statement on the Very Light Rail (VLR) 
website says: “The Innovation Centre will serve 
as a hub for industry and academia. There is a 
lot of potential for VLR vehicles to be used on 
disused branch lines across the UK.”

‘BELIEVE in yourself and dream beyond lim¬ 
its’ - that was the message to young people 
from teenager Malala Yousafzai as she spoke 
with the Archbishop of Canterbury in Dudley. 

The 19-year-old, who survived an assassina¬ 
tion attempt by Taliban gunmen in Pakistan 
four years ago and is the youngest recipient 
of the Nobel Peace Prize, spoke passionately 
about education, women’s rights, religion and 
faith in front of audience at Dudley College 
on Saturday. 

Malala, who now lives in Birmingham, 
said she wanted her appearance alongside 
Archbishop Justin Welby to be a message of 
‘religious and cultural harmony’ that would 
inspire young people, especially women, to 
stand up for what they believed. 


She told the audience at the Power of Hope 
event at the college that she decided to make 
a stand demanding that girls be allowed to 
receive an education in 2009 after the Tali¬ 
ban banned girls from attending school in her 
home province of Khyber Pakhtunkhwa. 

“I knew if I couldn’t get my education, I 
couldn’t get on with my life,” she said. 

Malala began blogging for the BBC but her 
views led to her being shot in the head by a 
gunman on her school bus on October 9, 2012. 
She was airlifted to Birmingham, where she 
was treated for life-threatening injuries at the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital. 

Since her recovery she has become an advo¬ 
cate for girls’ education and women’s rights, 
speaking around the globe. 


The Most Reverend Justin Welby spoke of 
his admiration for Malala and how her faith 
and belief in education had inspired her de¬ 
termination. 

The following day the sound of hymns filled 
Merry Hill when the Archbishop was joined 
by the Bishop of Dudley Graham Usher and 
Bishop of Worcester John Inge for a songs of 
praise style service at the shopping centre. 

The Black Country leg of the Archbishop’s 
three-day tour of the Diocese of Worcester 
also included a visit to a refugee support pro¬ 
ject at Halesowen United Reformed Church 
and a meeting with Dudley Interfaith Net¬ 
work. 

The Archbishop also enjoyed a pint at Ma 
Pardoe’s in Netherton. 


ATTACK 

Two arrests made 
over street stabbing 

DUDLEY was rocked by two stabbings 
over the weekend. Two boys, aged 14 
and 15, were arrested in connection 
with a suspected knife attack in Sedg- 
ley High Street on Sunday night. An 
18-year-old man was airlifted to hospi¬ 
tal in a critical condition. 

Officers were also called at 5.35pm 
on Saturday to a stabbing at Shadwell 
Drive, Lower Gornal. A 22-year-old 
man was taken to hospital in a stable 
condition. Three 15-year-old boys were 
arrested then released on police bail. 


YOUTH 

Children’s home 
set to close down 

A CHILDREN’S home in Brierley Hill is to 
close. Parkes Street Children’s Home will 
shut following a review, in a move saving 
Dudley Council £670,000 a year. 

The size and location of the building was 
said to be unsuitable for children’s needs. 
The council also said calls to police to deal 
with incidents at the six-bed home had 
reached an ‘unacceptable level’. 

The home was closed temporarily in 
April and bosses at Dudley Council have 
now decided it should shut for good - put¬ 
ting 73 jobs at risk. Chiefs said discussions 
would take place with trade unions and 
staff regarding the closure. 
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Teenage football thug put behind bars 



Daniel Lloyd - locked up 


A TEENAGE thug from Sedgley who 
was part of a gang of yobs who attacked 
a football fan and left him for dead af¬ 
ter a Wolves match has been locked up 
for two years. 

Daniel Lloyd, 19, punched Watford 
supporter Nic Cruwys, causing him to 
trip and hit his head on the ground in 
Littles Lane in the city. 

Mr Cruwys had been supporting 
his team in their clash at Molineux 
on March 7 last year. Lloyd, who was 
one of six convicted for the attack, was 
identified after police recognised him. 

Prosecutor David Lee told Wolver¬ 


hampton Crown Court how the officers 
stopped Lloyd and asked for his details 
during a routine procedure before a 
previous match. 

Mr Lee also told the court how Lloyd 
had sent text messages to his associates 
to try to silence them and had hidden 
his phone. He said: “There were mes¬ 
sages which he sent encouraging people 
not to talk about the attack, because he 
knew the police would be able to use 
the evidence against him. He stopped 
using the phone, and it was found hid¬ 
den away. 

“There are messages on the phone 


dating back to January of that year 
in which he arranges to meet up with 
other fans for potential violent activity. 
He sent a message to someone saying 
how he had been fined £90 for a public 
disorder offence in another area where 
Wolves were playing.” 

Lloyd, of Longfellow Road, admitted 
causing grievous bodily harm. He was 
also handed an eight-year football ban¬ 
ning order. 

Defence barrister James Wilson 
asked the judge to consider his age and 
claimed Lloyd has since changed his 
ways. 


Jobs at risk in day care 
transport shake-up 
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TWENTY jobs are at risk under 
Dudley Council plans to privatise 
transport services to day care 
centres in a bid to save more 
than £250,000. 

The proposed move - the latest in 
a swathe of cost-cutting plans by the 
authority - has been met with concern 
from some. 

Council bosses said they will be review¬ 
ing the lease on its fleet of 11 minibuses 
and plan to use private companies to de¬ 
liver the transport services to four day care 
centres in the borough. 

The changes, which are due to come into 
force before the end of the year, would af¬ 
fect 13 permanent staff and seven casual 
workers. 

Users who pay for the transport would 
not see a change in terms of prices, the La¬ 
bour-controlled council insists. 

But some people are still concerned over 
the changes causing upset and possible re¬ 
percussions in the future when demand for 
the services goes up. 

Among the day care centres affected are 
the Unicorn Centre in Stourbridge, Queens 
Cross Network in Dudley, The Crystal 
Gateway in Amblecote and The Brett 
Young Day centre in Halesowen. 

Upset 

David Walker, aged 73, from Wall Heath, 
whose wife Hazel, 69, attends The Crystal 
Gateway in Amblecote, said staff there 
were ‘upset’ after hearing about the cuts. 

Mr Walker is his wife’s carer and takes 
Hazel, who has Alzheimer’s, to the centre 
three days a week. 

“I am upset more than shocked because 
the Government have reduced the amount 
of money to local authorities,” he said. 

The cost-cutting plan would save the 
council £263,000. The authority needs to 
save £20 million over three years and has 
already implemented cuts in other areas. 

Councillor Paul Brothwood, UKIP leader 
in Dudley, believes that demand for the 
services is only going to increase. 

“A lot more consultation needs to be 
done with those people who will be af¬ 
fected,” he said. “We have to recognise that 
we are getting more people with dementia 
and so there will be a bigger demand on 
these services.”

When she was diagnosed Laura dis¬ 
covered would need an operation to 
help ease pressure on her brain and 
this spurred her on to raise money 
for the Ann Conroy Trust. 

“Due to the operation the back 
of my head will be shaved so I 
thought why not raise awareness 
and money by shaving my head 
completely,” said Laura. “The Ann 
Conroy Trust is a small but very 
active charity that depends on 


sponsors, donors, fundraisers and 
volunteers to help fund research 
and provide the support and edu¬ 
cation for those living with Chiari 
malformation, syringomyelia and 
associated conditions. 

“The main operation for Chiari 
Malformation is called decompres¬ 
sion surgery. The surgeon removes 
a small piece of bone from the base 
of the skull.”

Several reports have been made to 
West Midlands Police about two men 
claiming they have a winning ticket, and 
offering to sell it to members of the pub¬ 
lic for cash and goods up front. 

Victims in Dudley, Wolverhampton, 
Sandwell, Birmingham and Coventry 
contacting police after they were hood¬ 
winked. 


Immigrants 

A statement from police said: “We 
have noticed an increase in reports of 
people being approached in the street by 
two men, who are claiming to be illegal 
immigrants who have a winning lottery 
ticket. 

“They state they can’t cash their 
ticket in for values up to £33 million due 
to their immigration status, but they can 
offer their ticket for sale. 

“The men ask for cash up front and in 
some instances even offer to drive people 
to a cash point to withdraw money. 

“The tactics of these people are well 
rehearsed and are very convincing.”

Former imam guilty of indecent assaults 


A RELIGIOUS leader who carried out sex attacks 
on two young girls at his mosque faces jail. 

Hafiz Rahman, who was the Imam at Queens 
Cross mosque in Cradley Heath, has been found 
guilty of five out of seven charges of indecent assault 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court. He was cleared of 
the other two. 

The 58-year-old, of Ballard Road, Netherton, sex¬ 
ually assaulted the girls at the mosque in a string 
of attacks between March 1986 and August 1987. 

The victims, who were aged under 10 at the time, 
had gone to the mosque for religious studies. 

They had described to the jury how they were 
touched sexually by Rahman. 

One woman broke down as she explained how she 


found it hard to understand what was happening. 
She was only six-years-old when the attack hap¬ 
pened. 

She told police: “I felt morally obliged to do the 
right thing.” 

The jury reached unanimous verdicts at the end 
of the five-day trial on five of the charges. 

Custodial 

Judge Nicholas Cartwright said Rahman should 
expect an immediate custodial sentence due to the 
nature of the charges, though the defendant was not 
in court to hear the verdicts after Mr Tariq Shakoor, 
defending, informed the judge that Rahman was ill. 

Judge Cartwright added sentencing should take 


place on a date to be arranged once Rahman had 
made a full recovery. 

Detective Constable Liz Skyte from West Midland 
Police’s Public Protection Unit, said: “The abuse 
started with inappropriate touching but escalated 
to more serious assaults. 

“The first complainant told us how the abuse hap¬ 
pened almost daily but she never told anyone as due 
to his high standing in the community, she thought 
she would not be believed.” 

He ruled the father of seven and grandfather of 
10 should also sign the Sex Offenders Register as 
soon as possible. 

Rahman, who had a Bengali interpreter, did not 
give evidence himself during the trial. 


Language test delaying 
arrival of Filipino nurses 


THERE are delays in nurses from the 
Philippines starting work at Dudley 
Group NHS Trust because they hav¬ 
en’t passed English language tests. 

More than 130 recruits from the Far 
East had been expected to start work next 
month, but at a meeting of the Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation Trust’s board it 
was revealed only nine have passed their 
IELTS (International English Language 
Testing System) test, and they aren’t 
likely to start at the trust until March. 

During the meeting chief nurse Dawn War- 
dell said: “We’ve had nine Filipino nurses 
pass the IELTS and they are currently going 
through the visa process, but there are still 80 
plus waiting. 

“We’ve provided them with additional sup¬ 
port, with a training programme out in the 
Philippines to help them with the English lan¬ 
guage test. We are pushing to get these nurses 
here for March - there is an additional cost for 
April 1.” 

Ms Wardell also said that there were approx¬ 
imately 100 vacancies currently at the trust, 
although they had not had the latest figures in 
terms of leavers and starters. 

Recruitment 

Asked after the meeting on Thursday for fur¬ 
ther details on the delay, Ms Wardell said: “Re¬ 
cruiting from overseas is a lengthy process and 
it is frustrating that it is taking longer than 
anticipated to start our new recruits in post. 

“After their initial interview, overseas can¬ 
didates must pass a rigorous IELTS English 
language test followed by the CBT (cognitive 
behavioural therapy) computer competence 
test via the NMC (Nursing & Midwifery Coun¬ 
cil). Once passed, they then begin their visa 
application. 

“After they arrive in the UK, candidates 
must then pass a practical competence test via 
the NMC. 

“The nine candidates from the Philippines 
are now taking their computer literacy tests.” 

Among those to express concern on the board 
was Andrew McMenemy, director of Human 
Resources at the trust. 

“We are putting a significant amount of en¬ 
ergy going into this and its still not bearing 
fruit,” he said during the meeting. “We might 
be better putting our energy into something 
more localised.”

SOUTH Staffordshire MP Gavin 
Williamson has been named as the 
patron of the World Owl Trust. 

As Kinver’s Conservative MP 
Mr Williamson was formally 
awarded the new role, he also 
received a £3,000 donation from 
South Staffordshire College to¬ 
wards the trust’s new £1 million 
centre at Himley Hall. The money 
will help pay for two out of 60 avi¬ 
aries to be built at the venue. It 
is expected to open next summer. 


Alan Peace, chairman of the 
board of trustees, said: “Gavin 
has been very good to us. He has 
been physically helping us on site 
at Himley to clear the jungle in 
readiness for the building work. 

“The £3,000 donation from 
the college will be a tremendous 
benefit to the trust which at the 
moment has very limited income.” 

The World Owl Trust was pre¬ 
viously based at Muncaster Castle 
in Cumbria, but was told it had to 


leave. Currently 84 birds are kept 
at the college’s Rodbaston Cam¬ 
pus in Penkridge with around 
100 at other sites. Once the new 
centre is open at Himley it will 
be home to all of the trust’s owl 
species. 

Mr Peace added: “It is a major 
project because a lot of the work 
of the trust is around education 
within communities and this new 
centre will be accessible to 1,500 
schools”

Potential buyer 
for market hall 

BRIERLEY Hill’s historic market hall 
looks set to be sold within weeks, it 
has been revealed. 

Discussions with a potential new 
owner of the landmark High Street 
building are said to be at an advanced 
stage. 

The building was put up for sale in 
May by the family firm which have 
owned it for generations. It is believed 
it could sell for as much as £1 million. 

Market hall manager Wayne Jones 
said he did not expect the imminent 
sale to affect the town’s indoor mar¬ 
ket. 

Petition to save 
store is growing 

THE petition set up to save Sains- 
bury’s in Merry Hill has now been 
signed more than 260 concerned 
shoppers. 

Supermarket bosses had earmarked 
the long-established store for closure 
on December 30, leaving 193 jobs at 
risk, after saying that branch is ‘un¬ 
derperforming’ . 

But the petitioners question how 
the store can be unprofitable, saying 
‘thousands shop there every week’. It 
opened in 1989. 

Work begins on new 
HQ for castings firm 

MANUFACTURING firm Thomas 
Dudley has started work on a new 
multi-million-pound head office. 

Based on the Birmingham New 
Road in Dudley, the company pro¬ 
duces castings and high quality bath¬ 
room fittings. 

The company is still owned by the 
Dudley family who founded the busi¬ 
ness in 1920, and it now employs 
around 350 people. The company has 
outgrown its current office block, built 
in the 1970s.

TRADERS and businesses in Kin- 
ver are hosting a late night shopping 
event as part of the countdown to 
Christmas. The village will hold the 
festive curtain-raiser on November 25 
with shops open until 9pm after the 
Christmas lights switch-on outside 
the library at 7pm.

Life-saving officers 
to receive top honour

TWO Black Country police 
officers who fought a life 
and death battle to bring a 
suicidal man back from the 
brink of death after finding 
him hanging at his home 
have been awarded top 
life-saving honours. 

Pcs Andrew Farmer and 
Daniel Hackett are to receive 
Royal Humane Society resusci¬ 
tation certificates for reviving 
the man after they found him 
hanging from the loft hatch at 
his Quarry Bank home and cut 
him down. 

In addition to the awards they are 
to receive they have also won the 
personal praise of Royal Humane 
Society secretary, Dick Wilkinson. 

As he announced the awards at 
the Society’s London headquarters, 
Mr Wilkinson said: “Time was of the 
absolute essence in this situation. 
The police had received a call that 
the man had threatened to hang 
himself. Pcs Farmer and Hackett 
went to his home in Quarry Bank 
and found him hanging from a loft 
hatch in a back bedroom. 

Recovery 

“He appeared to be dead but Pc 
Farmer cut him down while PC 
Hackett took his weight. He had 
no vital signs but Pc Farmer began 
administering chest compressions 
while Pc Hacket gave him the 
kiss-of-life. Thankfully he began to 
breathe again and has since gone on 
to make a full recovery. 

“But if the two officefs had not 
arrived when they did, this incident 
could have had a very different and 
tragic outcome. They richly deserve 
the awards.” 

No date has yet been fixed for 
presentation of the awards which 
have been made following a rec¬ 
ommendation from West Midlands 
Police, which stated: “Both officers 
acted quickly and effectively. Their 
intervention and expertise undoubt¬ 
edly prevented the man’s death.”

AN ENGINEERING firm in Dudley 
has invested in new machinery to 
increase its production capacity with 
the support of a £500,000 funding 
package from Lloyds Bank. 

Established in 1919, Moseley Broth¬ 
ers specialises in the design and man¬ 
ufacturing of pressed metal parts and 
tooling for the automotive, domestic 
appliance and aerospace markets. 

Customers include Jaguar Land 
Rover and JCB. Following an increase 
in demand for its products as a result 
of its growing target markets, the 
business approached long-term bank¬ 
ing provider Lloyds Bank.

Metro extension will boost

“IMPROVING transport across Dud¬ 
ley and the Black Country is abso¬ 
lutely essential, both for residents 
and also to attract businesses into the 
area.” 

The words of Dudley South MP 
Mike Wood, as the long-awaited 
Wednesbury to Brier ley Hill Midland 
Metro extension looks set to go ahead. 

After nearly two decades in the 
making, the extension at last looks to 
be coming to fruition with work ex¬ 
pected to start next year. 

The scheme was first mooted back 
in 2003. A design statement about 


the proposed extension was created 
by Centro - forerunner to the West 
Midlands Combined Authority as the 
region’s transport authority. 

It said: “The scheme will provide a 
step-change improvement in the qual¬ 
ity of public transport services offered 
in the transport corridor between 
Wednesbury, Dudley and Brierley Hill 
providing faster journey times and of¬ 
fering new journey opportunities. 

“The scheme will provide the op¬ 
portunity for easily accessing employ¬ 
ment, education and leisure activities 
through improved public transport

facilities linking Dudley town centre 
and Brierley Hill town centre with 
Birmingham and Wolverhampton. 

Conservative MP Mr Wood was 
delighted at the progress. He said: 
“This Metro extension would make it 
much easier for people to get across 
our region and will link in with the 
HS2 plan. 

“For the past 50 years Dudley, 
Brierley Hill and Kingswinford ha¬ 
ven’t had a railway station and hav¬ 
en’t been on the rail network - even 
though this borough has one of the 
largest shopping centres in Europe.” 


Food banks prepare for 
bigger winter demand 


FOOD banks across the Black 
Country are preparing for a busy 
winter - even though many super¬ 
market prices have come down. 

The Black Country Food Bank, which 
operates at 19 sites across the region, is 
anticipating an increase in visitors. 

The festive period is its busiest time, accord¬ 
ing to partnership worker Emma Crook. 

The Black Country Food Bank is expecting 
about 18,000 asking for help at the end of this 
year, an increase on last year when 16,000 
called for assistance. It was 20,000 the year 
before that. 

Ms Crook said the changes in demand from 
their user were down to a host of different fac¬ 
tors, including the economy and a loss in links 
with other agencies . 

“As the cold sets in, for some people it is the 
choice between heating or eating,” she said. 

“And then at Christmas some people over¬ 
stretch themselves, so when they are hit by a 
surprise, it can leave them without any money. 

“After a quiet summer, we are expecting a 
busier winter time and an increase in visitors 
from last year.” 

Crisis 

The food bank organisation has about 100 
volunteers. It helps vulnerable individuals and 
families in crisis through the provision of three 
days’ emergency food supplies. 

Users get vouchers to pick up the supplies, 
which include fruit and vegetables, to provide 
breakfast, lunch and dinner. 

The vouchers are given by agencies help¬ 
ing people in emergencies. People can use the 
vouchers three times in a row. 

The food is donated by church groups, busi¬ 
nesses and the supermarkets. 

The Black Country Food Bank is run from 
premises in Brierley Hill. 

Last month the group announced a short¬ 
age, asking for more cereal, tinned fruit and 
toiletries. 

Meanwhile, according to the mySupermar- 
ket Groceries Tracker, many grocery itmes are 
cheaper compared to last year at supermarkets. 

Compared with September last year, broccoli 
is now 29 per cent cheaper, bananas cost 11 per 
cent less, frozen fish fingers are down eight per 
cent and onions are down 20 per cent. My Su¬ 
permarket chief executive Gilad Simhony said: 
“We are also seeing both consumer confidence 
and prices stabilising, which is a positive sign.”

A sum of £2,000 was raised as 
veterans relived some of their 
most traumatic experiences. 
JESSICA LABHART reports 


IT was night of music, smiles and 
celebration, even though some 
of those in the crowd had gone 
through some of the most traumat¬ 
ic experiences of war. 

Veterans from across the West Mid¬ 
lands came together to share their 
life-changing experiences of the conflicts 
in Afghanistan and Iraq as part of a char¬ 
ity fundraiser for Help for Heroes. The 
night raised more than £2,000. 

It revealed some of the harrowing experi¬ 
ences suffered by the veterans who are still on 
the road to recovery. 

Scott Yarrington, aged 31, of Bloxwich was 
in the army in 2005, with the Irish Guards. 
He served in Iraq in 2007 and Afghanistan in 
2010. Whilst in Afghanistan on December 29, 
2010, he was in charge of searching for im¬ 
provised explosive devices along a bridge area 
when he stepped on it, losing both his legs. 

Transferred 

Mr Yarrington said: “I just started scream¬ 
ing because the pain was hitting me. I woke 
up in the QE hospital in Birmingham.” 

He spent two months in the QE, before 
being transferred to Headley Court - the spe¬ 
cialist defence medical rehabilitation centre 
near Surrey. At the start of May 2011 he met 
his now fiancee Rachel Andrews, aged 28, and 
the pair later had son Alfie, aged three, follow¬ 
ing IVF treatment. 

He is now helping young cadets learn the 
ropes as part of the Mercian Regiment. 

His inspirational story was one of many on 
the night. 

Clive Smith, aged 31, who lives in Walsall, 
also stepped on an explosive device when 
he was in Afghanistan on October 13, 2010. 
He lost both legs. Despite being conscious 


throughout the ordeal, Sapper Smith’s main 
concern was the wellbeing of his comrades, 
who rushed to his aid as he lay bleeding in the 
battlefield. Within 36 hours he was flown to 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham. 

Mr Smith, a Wolves fan originally from 
Cannock, was later transferred to Headley 
Courtand also spent time at the Battle Back 
Centre in Lilleshall. The centre, funded by the 
Royal British Legion, helps sick and wounded 
service personnel recover. 

Since having artificial legs, he has competed 
in the men’s hand bike time trial, IHB2 class, 
at the Invictus Games at the Olympic Park in 
London. At Molineux, he has presented the 
match ball and been named Championship fan 
of the month. 

In 2012 he was chosen as the face of the 
Royal British Legion’s National Poppy Appeal. 

Speaking of what it meant to be at the char¬ 


ity fundraiser, Mr Smith said: “I think it’s 
important for us to come together like this to 
raise the profile of Help for Heroes and also 
to show people that there is life after serious 
injury. ” 

Dave Watson, of Birmingham, aged 30, was 
in Afghanistan in 2010 when he was on patrol, 
tasked to find an improvised explosive device. 
He was the 50th man in a group of 53, and 
turned to help a fellow solider who had fallen 
down. As he twisted to turn, he took a wrong 
step on to the explosive device. He lost both 
legs and his right forearm. 

Mr Watson has since undergone extensive 
rehabilitation and has not let his injuries hold 
him back. After a £120,000 operation in Aus¬ 
tralia, funded by his compensation from the 
army, to give him high-quality prosthetic legs, 
he has completed 15 skydives, five abseils, and 
goes skiing and waterskiing. He is also a re¬ 


spected discus, shot put and javelin thrower. 
He is in training for both the Invictus Games 
and the Paralympic Games in 2020. 

Event organiser Andy Sawyer said: “It was 
absolutely unbelievable, we raised £2,180. 

“Half will go to Team Ditcher Big Battlefield 
Bike Ride 2017 in aid of Help the Heroes. We 
will and donating the other half to Veterans’ 
Lifeline. 

“It’s not often that veterans have a chance 
to meet up and talk about their experiences, 
but also raise money for a good cause and ulti¬ 
mately, have a good time, so I’m really pleased 
with how everything has gone..” 

Veterans’ Lifeline has been set up by former 
solider Nick Perry, 41, of Liverpool who joined 
the army at 16 and served in Iraq and Afghan¬ 
istan. He set up the charity to help veterans 
struggling with post-traumatic-stress and 
other issues to overcome their difficulties.”

Local councils 
could buy the 
NI6 Toll road 

TRANSPORT Secretary Chris Gray¬ 
ling has paved the way for the M6 
Toll to be nationalised by admitting 
he was not ‘philosophically opposed’ 
to the idea. 

He said that if the West Midlands 
Combined Authority - made up off 
all four Black Country councils plus 
Birmingham, Coventry, and Solihull - 
wanted to buy the motorway, it could. 
But he added that there may be other 
infrastructure priorities. 

It comes after South Staffordshire 
Conservative MP Gavin Williamson 
repeated calls for the road to be taken 
into public ownership in order to ease 
congestion on the West Midlands mo¬ 
torway network.. 

Mr Grayling told the Express & 
Star: “I have no philosophical ob¬ 
jection to the combined authority to 
purchase the road. We have to bear 
in mind at a time when taxpayers’ 
money is in short supply and we want 
to invest in infrastructure, are we bet¬ 
ter off spending the money on taking 
over something that is already there 
or investing in a new project? 

“The M6 Toll is an asset to the re¬ 
gion. I understand why people want 
to buy it but there are other needs for 
infrastructure in the West Midlands, 
too.” 

The M6 Toll has been put up for 
sale by its owners with a reported 
price tag in excess of £lbn. 

The West Midlands Combined Au¬ 
thority has already mooted the idea of 
taking over the road. 

Mr Williamson, prior to his appoint¬ 
ment as Chief Whip, said he had con¬ 
versations with ministers to see if the 
road could be taken into public hands. 

The 27-mile M6 Toll, from Cannock 
to Coleshill, is Britain’s first pay-to- 
drive motorway. 

A debt-restructuring process led to 
a consortium of 27 banks effectively 
taking ownership of the loss-making 
road from Midlands Expressway Ltd. 
It is now selling its equity stake. 

Roadworks on the M6 have helped 
boost takings on the M6 Toll by more 
than £10 million. 



































































National Trust launching 
Kinver Edge path appeal

A PATHWAY linking histor¬ 
ic landmarks at Kinver Edge 
will be created to mark 100 
years since the site was do¬ 
nated to the National Trust. 

The sandstone ridge and heath 
near Stourbridge is popular with 
visitors largely for its Holy Austin 
rock houses which were inhabited 
until the 1960s and can be visited. 

The Edge also has an Iron Age Hill 
Fort, woodland walks, exposed red 
sandstone and orchards. 

The proposed Centenary Pathway 
will join all these features with a three 
and a half mile accessible trail circling 
the site, which will be created largely 
by improving existing routes. 

Campaign 

Bosses at the National Trust have 
launched a fundraising campaign in a 
bid to cover the £175,000 costs. 

Helen Selkirk, visitor experience 
officer, said: “The idea is to improve 
access for all users. The surface of the 
pathway will be multi-use friendly 
in that it will be suitable for wheel, 
hooves or feet. 

“Most of the proposed pathway 
follows existing trails and there will 
be some engineering to reduce the 
gradient by following the contours of 
the hills. Other parts of the centenary 
pathway will be created new. In all it 
will be a substantial loop.” 

Kinver Edge was gifted to the Na¬ 
tional Trust in 1917 by the Lee family 
who wanted the site to be enjoyed as 
a place of leisure and recreation by 
people from the Black Country and 
beyond. 

Bosses see the scheme as continu¬ 
ing the tradition of conservation and 
access. 


The funding campaign has already 
attracted nearly £30,000 via a Just- 
Giving page and other donations have 
been made in person by visitors to the 
site. 

This will pay for gates and addi¬ 
tional resting spots at steeper points 
on the trail, on which work will start 
this winter. The rest of the pathway 
will be created as and when funding 
becomes available. 

It is also proposed to create im¬ 


proved signage so that visitors are 
aware of the degree of difficulty on dif¬ 
ferent parts of the pathway. 

Further projects and events are in 
the pipeline as part of the site’s cen¬ 
tenary celebrations with details being 
made available later in the autumn. 

As well as protecting and improving 
the heathland, the National Trust has 
also been carrying out an ambitious 
restoration project on the former site 
of a conifer plantation.

Pub landlord who loved the 
Black Country has died aged 93 


THE former landlord of one of 
the Black Country’s historic 
real ale pubs has died, just 
short of his 94th birthday. 

Reg Hooper, born in Amblecote in 
1922, ran the Foley Arms, Brierley 
Hill, with his late wife, Ethel, in the 
late 1970s. 

The pub, now known as The Wel¬ 
lington, fronted the famous Simpkiss 
brewery in Brettell Lane, Silver End. 

After leaving school aged 14, Reg be¬ 
came a tiler. In 1942 he was one of the 
first recruits to the newly formed RAF 
Regiment set up to guard airfields. 

Two years later he transferred to 
the 2nd Battalion of the Coldstream 


Guards and served in Italy until 1946. 

After the war Reg and Ethel, who 
had married in 1942, went into the 
pub trade, starting at the Kings Head 
at Old Hill. 

Firm 

At the same time Reg founded his 
own business in ceramic wall and floor 
tiling with eventually up to a dozen til¬ 
ers employed by the firm. 

Reg and Ethel lived in Cradley be¬ 
fore taking on the stewardship of the 
Churchill and Blakedown Golf Club 
for three years and then moving to the 
Foley Arms. 

On retirement they moved to Forest 


Houses at Callow Hill, Bewdley, and 
finally to a bungalow in Newnham 
Bridge, near Tenbury Wells. 

The couple were both keen on Black 
Country history and joined the Wyre 
Forest branch of the Black Country So¬ 
ciety. They were enthusiastic members 
of Sing Wi’ We, a senior choir. 

Reg and Ethel were married for 67 
years until her death in 2010 at the age 
of 88. Reg, who passed away in Ten¬ 
bury Wells Hospital on October 3, is 
survived by a daughter and son-in-law, 
two grand-daughters, six great-grand¬ 
children, and five brothers and sisters. 

The funeral will be at 1.30pm at 
Stourbridge Crematorium on Tuesday.

Secret fire station found 
frozen in time at factory 


A FIRE station frozen in time 
has been found hidden inside 
a Dudley factory. 

The room, at the Alan Nut- 
tall Partnership factory in Hall 
Street, Dudley, was discovered by 
staff and it appears to be have un¬ 
touched for more than 60 years. 

The room contains perfectly pre¬ 
served uniforms, with the names 
of the wearers chalked above them. 
Scrawled names include I Silk, W Price 
and A Round. 

Documents suggest the items date 
back to the early 1950s, when the local 
Co-op, which had its own fire brigade, 
operated from the building. 

The shopfitting firm moved into the 
Hall Street site in 1986 but many cor¬ 
ners have been left unexplored until 
now. 

A gas mask and neatly rolled-up 
canvas hoses are seen hanging up on 
one wall inside the rediscovered fire 
service room.

Taxi drivers to be eyes on 
street to combat abuse 


TAXI drivers across Dudley borough 
have pledged their support in the 
fight against the sexual exploitation 
of children. 

More than 1,000 hackney and pri¬ 
vate hire drivers, licensed by Dudley 
Council, are pledging to help tackle 
child sexual exploitation (CSE) by 
being ‘eyes and ears’ on the streets. 

All taxi drivers in the borough 
complete a CSE awareness session 
as part of their licence conditions, 
arming them with the knowledge 
they need to spot the signs of a 
young person being exploited. 

Shaz Saleem, chairman of Dudley 
Private Hire and Taxi Association 
said: “The pledge shows the drivers’ 
dedication to tackling this serious 
crime and protecting young people 
in our borough.” 

Meanwhile, using the message 
‘Could this be your child?’ an ongo¬ 


ing digital awareness campaign is 
helping parents and carers identify 
the signs and how to get help. 

There will also be a large digital 
roadside screen at the junction of 
the M6 and M5, and posters at Bir¬ 
mingham’s New Street Station and 
at the NEC. 

This is the latest phase of the ‘See 
Me, Hear Me’ campaign, launched in 
June 2014 by West Midlands coun¬ 
cils and police to raise awareness. 

It was recently revealed that al¬ 
most 100 children in Dudley bor¬ 
ough are at risk of being sexually 
exploited. 

According to the Dudley Safe¬ 
guarding Children Board, children 
aged between 11 and 17 had been 
identified in an investigation that 
found 95 youngsters deemed to be at 
risk of becoming victims of CSE. The 
majority - 87 - are girls. 



Petition demands 
policing of parades 

A PETITION has been launched calling for policing 
to be maintained for remembrance parades across the 
Black Country. 

A cost-cutting change in policy by the West Midlands 
force, meaning responsibility for parade road closures 
now falls on organisers, has led to concerns future events 
could be put in doubt. But West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner David Jamieson has vowed to work 
with councils to ensure roads can be closed free of charge 
for this year’s Remembrance Day parades. 

A deal for funding has already been struck with Wal¬ 
sall Council matching the police expenditure this year 
and a petition in Sandwell calls on the police to keep the 
same level of service for parades as in previous years. 

Chiefs say local policing units would decide what po¬ 
lice presence is appropriate at each event. But the force 
has insisted road closures ‘must be a matter for event 
organisers’ and that leaves many fearing high costs. 

Dudley councillor Ken Finch, who helps organise the 
Gornal parade, said: “The police would love to help but, 
of course, they are under stress.”

Three years 
behind bars 
for garden 
axe attack 


A FORMER soldier, who carried an axe as he 
attacked the father of his pregnant partner 
- hours after the couple discovered their un¬ 
born child was a girl - is starting a three-year 
jail sentence. 

Ross Wilkinson snapped after realising Chloe Lavender 
had gone with her parents for a meal to celebrate the result 
of the hospital scan without him, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

Days earlier disputes 
with her father Richard had 
led to the 23-year-old being 
asked to leave the family 
home in Lilac Road, Dud¬ 
ley, where he had lived for 
around six months. 

The defendant, who left 
the army after two years 
aged 18, sent a text message 
to her mother during the 
meal that warned: “Don’t 
push me out of my baby’s 
life. It’s my baby too.”

the family. It missed. 

He told the court: “I was 
annoyed that Chloe and I 
had argued after having 
such a lovely day together 
and wanted to get it sorted. 

“The family did not want 
me in a relationship with 
her and I was fed up with 
other people interfering in 
our business. Richard and 
I had a fight. I came off the 
worst but am just as much 
to blame as him.” 

Mr Jones told him: “You 
were obsessive and angry, 
could not control yourself 
and wanted to show the 
family who was the boss.” 

The defendant’s claim to 
have found the axe at the 
property was dismissed by 
the judge. 

Mr Will Rose, defending, 
said the only person injured 
by the axe was Wilkinson 
himself. 

Wilkinson, of Spring 
Meadow, Dudley, admitted 
possession of an offensive 
weapon, assault and the un¬ 
related burglary of a house 
in Halesowen on July 13. 

He was made subject of a 
restraining order banning 
Wilkinson threw a piece of contact with Miss Lavender 
metal at a car belonging to or her parents. 


Argument 

This led to him having a 
phone argument with Chloe 
that prompted him to go to 
the family’s home with an 
axe in a plastic bag to ‘sort 
things out’ shortly after 
midnight on June 10. 

He leapt over a fence into 
the garden where Mr Lav¬ 
ender was smoking a ciga¬ 
rette, grabbed him round 
the throat and pushed him 
against the pebble-dashed 
wall of the house, said Mr 
Trevor Jones, prosecuting. 

Both struggled to grab 
the bag which held the axe, 
during which Wilkinson re¬ 
ceived a bad cut to the back 
of his head, before Chloe 
managed to halt the melee.

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Tips tops for family fun 
with a touch of tragedy

946: The Amazing Story of 
Adolphus Tips 
Birmingham Rep 

BURDENED though it is by a long 
and convoluted title, this new play 
from a Michael Morpurgo story is an 
exhilarating and hugely enjoyable pro¬ 
duction for all the family. 

It is based on a hushed-up wartime 
tragedy during the preparations for 
D-Day, that saw 946 US troops killed 
off the coast of Devon when ambushed 
by Nazi German E-boats. Yet it is ac¬ 
tually a joyously life-affirming show 
with only brief moments of sadness. 

The play centres on Lily Tregenza, 
a 12-year-old farm girl, missing her fa¬ 
ther away at war but embracing every 
new experience as London evacuees 
come to her village, then black Amer¬ 
ican GIs bearing gifts of candy and

hot dogs. When Lily is forced to leave 
her farm, she enlists her new friends 
to find her missing cat Tips. Then the 
irrepressible young girl is faced with 
the realities of war. 

Katy Owen, recently seen as Puck 
at London’s Globe theatre, is a full of 
restless energy as Lily, racing around 
the stage as if the theatre can barely 
contain her. She also has a knack for 
inspired silliness and slapstick hu¬ 
mour, joining in with the dynamic jit- 
terbugging Yanks. 

This production by Cornish com¬ 
pany Kneehigh, adapted for the stage 
by Morpurgo and Kneehigh’s Emma 
Rice, gleefully breaks lots of rules - a 
couple of female roles are played by 


men, actors sometimes talk direct to 
audience members, the on-stage band 
blast out pop favourites. It also in¬ 
cludes a few anachronisms (would a 
1940s schoolgirl know kung fu poses?) 
but it is all done with such boisterous 
good humour that the audience is hap¬ 
pily carried along. 

The massacre at sea is represented 
with tin baths, toy soldiers and 
streamers. Odd but strangely effective. 

Tips shares with Morpurgo’s major 
stage success War Horse a backdrop of 
sadness and a clever use of puppets, al¬ 
beit on a much smaller scale (literally). 
But you will wiping away more tears of 
laughter than sadness. 

It continues at Birmingham Rep 
until Saturday.

The Tempest 
Birmingham Hippodrome 

THE Birmingham Royal Ballet 
brought their Shakespeare 
season to an end with com¬ 
pany director David Bintley’s 
new full-length ballet based 
on the Bard’s final play. 

The production began with a spec¬ 
tacular shipwreck, which was apt be¬ 
cause I got that sinking feeling as soon 
as we were introduced to a jolly crew 
of hornpipe dancing sailors. They were 
thankfully cast overboard as monster 
waves, effectively suggested by giant 
billowing sheets, were summoned by 
the magician Prospero. 

After the drama of a storm at sea, we 
got to meet Shakespeare’s characters 
- the vengeful castaway Prospero and 
his innocent young daughter Miranda, 
their native slave Caliban, plus var¬ 
ious Italian nobles and retinue ship¬ 
wrecked on the island so Prospero can 
punish them for stealing his crown. 

Commanding 

Iain Mackay was a commanding 
presence as the wronged magician and 
former Duke of Milan, who takes re¬ 
venge on the King of Naples and his 
own brother Antonio, the usurper 
who took his dukedom. However, he 
seemed to do more glaring than danc¬ 
ing in this oddly gloomy production. 

Similarly, Jenna Roberts as Miranda 
was a wasted asset, particularly in the 
second act. But her act one closing pas 
de deux with Joseph Caley’s dependa¬ 
ble Ferdinand was a highlight. It was 
especially effective as it was accompa¬ 
nied by a romantic melody, as much of 
the score by Sally Beamish got the or¬ 
chestra to bash and clatter annoyingly. 


As Prospero’s slave Caliban, Tyrone 
Singleton danced the part with his 
usual vigour - going from an apish ma¬ 
levolence to noble savage - although 
his costume made him look like he 
had escaped from a Vic Reeves and 
Bob Mortimer sketch. 

Mild comedy came from Valentin 
Olovyannikov as the drunken butler 
and James Barton as the cowardly 
jester, teased by Mathias Dingman’s 
suitably quick and impish air spirit 
Ariel. 

For me the finest section was the 


masque conjured by Prospero in which 
old world gods and goddesses dance 
for Miranda and Ferdinand. Tzu-Chao 
Chou was a goatishly nimble Pan, 
Lachlan Monaghan a trident-toting 
dizzying spinning Neptune with Ce¬ 
line Gittens, Yvette Knight and Delia 
Mathews as an elegant trio of art-deco 
style toga-wearing goddesses. It re¬ 
minded me of Bintley’s delirious and 
delicious reworking of Sylvia, part of 
BRB’s repertoire. 

The BRB return with festive favour¬ 
ite The Nutcracker in November.

MAJOR improvements will be 
made at a busy junction in Hale¬ 
sowen to tackle congestion and 
improve safety for pedestrians. 

A six-month scheme will overhaul 
the junction at Dudley Road and 
Coombs Road in Halesowen, with 
work to get under way in January. 

A pedestrian crossing will be added 
while the layout of the junction will be al¬ 
tered make it easier for traffic to get onto 
Dudley Road. 

Highways bosses have been trying to 
find a solution to the problems faced at 
the junction. Drivers are regularly stuck 
in delays on Coombs Road during rush 
hour as traffic heading for the M5 backs 
up from Manor Way. 

Nearly 7,000 people work on the 
Coombs Wood Business Park and vehicles 
leaving the site only adds to the delays. 

And with around 300 homes set to be 
built in the area over next five years, 
bosses want to act now.

Chiefs were also keen to improve safety 
for pedestrians at the junction, which is 
close to both Halesowen College and Earls 
High School. 

Currently, schoolchildren and college 
students have to wait for traffic to stop at 
the traffic lights before crossing the road 
but there is no designated pedestrian 
crossing. 

Almost £3 million has been awarded 
to Dudley Council from the Black Coun¬ 
try Executive Committee’s Local Growth 
Fund for the scheme. 

Updated 

Dudley Council’s highways boss Hilary 
Bills said: “Halesowen College, Earls High 
School and a lot of other schools are near 
there so there are a lot of young people 
who cross there. There is also a of new 
housing in the area 

“It really hasn’t been updated to make 


sure it is suitable for pedestrians and that 
is what is going to happen.” 

It is the latest highways improvement 
scheme for the borough following major 
changes near the Merry Hill shopping 
centre. That scheme has seen traffic lights 
upgraded on the main A4036 to ease con¬ 
gestion. 

The project is expected to last until 
the summer and is likely to cause delays. 
Councillor Bills said the majority of the 
work would be carried out outside of peak 
times. 

Meanwhile, a road in Halesowen will be 
temporarily closed for 11 days while gas 
work is carried out. 

Lydate Road will shut from the junction 
with Bourne Avenue from October 17 to 
28. 

The 30-metre closure will enable Bal¬ 
four Beatty to carry out essential gas 
main replacement work. Diversions will 
be along Bourne Avenue, Frankley Ave¬ 
nue, Howley Grange Road and vice-versa. 


Leaders 
look to past 
and future 


THE region’s industrial heritage was on 
the minds of business leaders when the 
Institute of Directors (IoD) held a Black 
Country dinner at the home of Dudley Ca¬ 
nal & Tunnel Trust. 

The Portal Building provided the back¬ 
drop as many IoD members took up the 
offer of a pre-dinner boat trip into the Dud¬ 
ley canal tunnel and the limestone caverns 
beneath the town. 

Richard Jones, an active member of 
the trust since its foundation in the early 
1960s, spoke of the work of the trust that 
has seen the tunnel and canal become a 
conservation area and popular attraction. 

IoD Black Country branch chairman Ian 
Priest pointed to members at The Portal 
“the contribution of the sheer hard graft of 
Black Country men and women” who had 
built the tunnel. “This area has changed 
almost beyond recognition but it remains 
the manufacturing heart of the country,” 
he said. 

Dan Lewis, IoD senior advisor for infra¬ 
structure policy, highlighted the potential 
benefits of upgrading the UK’s broadband 
network.

Taking control of his 
incredible new powers 


s many know from offerings like 
Carrie, and Village of the 
Damned, adolescents with 
psychic powers go together as well as 
nitro and glycerine. Now there’s another 
young man with a ‘gift’ set to add a chill 
to your pre-Hallowe’en viewing. 

This new drama comes from the 
pen of Paula Milne, the brains behind 
acclaimed offerings The Virgin Queen, 
The Politician’s Husband, and 
Endgame. Her latest concerns a 
17-year-old boy caught in the limbo 
between childhood and adulthood. 

However, he’s also trapped between 
the homes of his divorced parents 
Hannah (Katherine Kelly) and Edward 
(James Murray), each now remarried 
with new families. 

Like most lads, he finds it difficult to 
process his feelings, so he tends to 
“act out” However, the protagonist 
known only as Him also has a 
supernatural power he inherited from 
his granddad.

Beware of terrible consequences 


An alarming number of uni¬ 
versity students have ad¬ 
mitted to using their mobile 
phones while behind the 
wheel, as well as speeding 
and drink driving. 

According to a survey of 2,313 
young Europeans commssioned 
by Ford, 43 per cent said they had 
sent texts while driving, while 38 
per cent used apps and 36 per 
cent answered phone calls. 

An additional 60 per cent said they 
break the speed limit, while 13 per cent 
had admitted to drink driving. 

Comparatively, out of those who 
left school at 18, 45 per cent said they 
speed, nine per cent admitted to drink 


driving and 41 per cent claimed to use 
their phone behind the wheel. 

These findings come in light of ear¬ 
lier research from the World Health 
Organisation and the European Road 
Safety Observatory that found that car 
crashes are the leading cause of death 
among young people. 

Ford’s survey findings were pub¬ 
lished as students across Europe en¬ 
joyed Freshers’ Week, a week of party¬ 
ing to mark the start of university life for 
new undergraduate students. 

Jim Graham, manager at Ford Driv¬ 
ing Skills for Life, said: “Getting to uni¬ 
versity is an incredible achievement 
and it is also where many of us make 
some of our strongest friendships. 

“But we want to make sure these are 
lifelong friendships and help to ensure 


that these young people can one day 
look back with pride on a successful 
graduation. 

“It is crucial students, and all young 
people,understand the terrible con¬ 
sequences, both for themselves and 
for others, that taking risks behind the 
wheel can lead to.” 

Other risks university students said 
they would be tempted to take includ¬ 
ed driving a car overloaded with friends 
(48 per cent), driving with little or no 
sleep (75 per cent), riding in a car driv¬ 
en by someone they knew had been 
drinking (28 per cent). 

It was found that 30 per cent of uni¬ 
versity students had admitted they had 
been in an accident, compared with 25 
per cent of those who left school at the 
age of 18.

and much tastier

The often overlooked Suzuki 
S-Cross was among the early play¬ 
ers in the now burgeoning compact 
crossover sector. 

In spite of competitive pricing and a 
high degree of competence, what it per¬ 
haps lacked was the chunky looks de¬ 
manded by those who have sent SUV 
sales soaring by 27 per cent this year. 
The car was too car-like for that. 

But that’s all changed, with a heavily re¬ 
vamped model which offers more room, a 
range of new hi-tech and efficient engines 
and importantly perhaps - if first impressions 
do count - the stronger, bolder looks of a full¬ 
blown SUV. 

The S-Cross now comes with two small and 
economical (but still punchy) turbocharged 
petrol engines: a 1.0 litre version from the new 
Baleno and the 1.4 from the acclaimed new Vi- 
tara S. The revamped 1.6 turbo diesel is more 
familiar, but now offers lower fuel consumption 
and C02 emissions. 

Unlike many of its rivals, all versions are 
available with Suzuki’s proven ALLGRIP four 
wheel drive on demand system. 

Prices range from £14,999 for a two-wheel 
drive with the 1.0 Boosterjet engine, rising to 
£24,349 flagship model with 1.6 turbo diesel 
and four wheel drive. A six-speed twin clutch 
auto is an option with both petrol engines. 

The new S-Cross is much more distinctive¬ 
ly styled, with a bolder new grille, clam sheel 
bonnet, broader ‘shoulders’ and new LED 
lights. It also has greater ground clearance. 

Inside, it has been upgraded with some soft¬ 
er, more expensive-looking materials and a lot 
of new technology, including the central infor¬ 


mation/control screen. The cabin has plenty 
of room for five adults. Leg and headroom in 
the back is particularly generous for this class, 
with a roomy 430 litre boot (875 litres with the 
rear seatbacks folded down). The seating po¬ 
sition is high, one of the attractions of an SUV. 
It means easier access, and great visibility. 

A major attraction is that you can have a 
smooth, comfortable car with 4x4 capability 
that is still economical to run and environmen¬ 
tally friendly. That’s thanks to the combination 
of new engines and Suzuki’s ALLGRIP 4x4 sys¬ 
tem, both geared to efficiency and fuel saving. 

I must admit that, although I was mightily 
impressed by the 1.0 Boosterjet engine in the 
Baleno I did wonder how such a small, three 
cylinder engine would cope with a heavier 
4x4. The answer is perfectly, confirming my 
high opinion of it in the Baleno. The figures are 
some illustration: 0 to 62mph in 11 seconds, 
an official 56.4mpg average and a low 113g/ 
km of C02, but that’s only part of the story. 

The small, turbocharged petrol engine is 
becoming increasingly popular with manufac¬ 
turers and drivers. It has the economy advan¬ 
tage of a small engine under light throttle, but 
put your foot down and you have the added 
oomph from the blower. 

The Boosterjet produces HObhp and 
170Nm of torque. Compare that to a current, 
normally aspirated 1.0 litre engine from a ma¬ 
jor manufacturer - 60bhp and 95Nm. 

The torque figure is, if anything, more im¬ 
portant than bhp. It mean the Boosterjet, and 
consequently the S-Cross, is responsive and 
flexible from low revs and it drives particular¬ 
ly smoothly and quietly without the noise and 
need for constant gearchanges we experience 
in a more traditional engine. 

During a long test drive across A and B 
roads in North Wales, my test car averaged an 
impressive 49.7mpg. Driving it was a relaxed 


experience because it has the refinement of a 
car with a much bigger (and thirstier) car. 

The 1.4 Boosterjet, of course, has more 
of everything. 140PS, 220Nm, a 0 to 62mph 
sprint time of 10.2 seconds and yet still man¬ 
ages better than 50mpg economy and C02 
emissions of 127g/km. It is both more powerful 
and more economical than the old 1.6 petrol 
engine it replaces. 

Currently 76 per cent of all Suzuki’s sold 
here go to private buyers, people spending 
their own money which says a lot for the brand. 

But Suzuki is hoping to make a bigger im¬ 
pact on the fleet market with its 1.6 turbo die¬ 
sel version of the S-Cross, with a special busi¬ 
ness-user specification, the SZ-T. With 120bhp 


and 320NM of torque it can average almost 
69mpg and the lowest C02 rating of the range 
- 106g/km - making it one of the most tax-effi¬ 
cient SUVs around. 

The ALLGRIP system was pioneered in the 
original S-Cross and is a small, light weight re¬ 
placement for more traditional four wheel drive 
systems, aiding economy. 

All models come with seven airbags and an 
electronic stability system, and have a five star 
EuroNCAP safety rating. 

All models, get alloy wheels, air con, cruise 
control, stereo radio/CD player and Bluetooth 
connectivity, electric windows, electrically 
heated and adjustable door mirrors, hill hold 
control, automatic engine stop/start and mul¬ 


ti-function information display. 

The S-Cross’s bold new ‘face’ will probably 
be the first thing many potential buyers notice, 
but competence as well as beauty isn’t just 
skin deep. 

The latest version of the car has a practical 
and much improved interior, and under the 
bonnet the new engines are a technical tour 
de force, offering small capacity economy with 
the refinement of a bigger power plant. 

The availability of four wheel drive confi¬ 
dence with even the smallest, cheapest ver¬ 
sions may well be a big attraction to private 
buyers, but specification and tax efficiency 
means Suzuki should now make some bigger 
inroads into the lucrative fleet market.

Understated 
but Alpina 
has superb 
performance

Alpina has a long-standing reputation for tak¬ 
ing all the key cars from BMW’s line-up and 
tweaking them in special ways. 

With the B4 Biturbo, the German tuning company has 
brought in a BMW 435i convertible, taken away the standard 
car’s single turbocharger and replaced it with two instead. 
That results in a car which produces an amount of power 
within striking distance of a BMW M4 Cabrio but with more 
torque too. 

Of course, the car also gets Alpina’s styling tweaks. 
There’s the standard 20-inch multi spoke alloy wheels and 
aerodynamic kit. There’s also a rather nice four-pipe Akrop- 
ovic exhaust system at the back, to let you know that this 
isn’t any old BMW convertible. 

Alpinas have always been able to manage the look of a 
car that is understated, but shows sporting intent too. The 
B4 Biturbo convertible continues this. There’s the previously 
mentioned bodykit, which includes a front splitter. You’ll also 
find Alpina pin striping along the flanks of the car. This may 
not be to everyone’s taste, but in our eyes, it looks fantastic. 
The large multi-spoke wheels finish the exterior look, and a 
ducktail spoiler at the rear looks the part too. 

Inside, it’ll be familiar to anyone who has seen or driven 
a current-generation 3 Series. BMW’s excellent infotainment 
system remains, controlled by the i-drive rotary selector. 
There are, of course, certain elements of the interior that 
have been tweaked by Alpina. The steering wheel, for in¬ 
stance, is thin and trimmed in alcantara, rather than the 
much thicker BMW M-Sport one. 

There’s a leather-trimmed dash too, though on our test 
car, this was a hefty £1,075 option. Blue and green stitch¬ 
ing is used throughout the cabin, while a numbered metal 
plaque makes you fully aware - if you weren’t already - that 
you’re driving something a little bit special. 

Legroom 

Despite having seating for four, the B4 is not a fully-fledged 
four-seater, rather a 2+2. The rear seats would be fine for 
children, but adults are going to find it a bit of a squeeze. 

Up front, however, there’s plenty of room. Legroom is de¬ 
cent and there’s plenty of space for bottles and other items. 
Two large cup holders are useful, especially on hot days 
with the roof down. However, that roof does affect practicali¬ 
ty. If you fold it away, you have to lower the luggage cover in 
the boot, heavily compromising space. It’s a small thing, but 
users looking to lower the roof often may find it annoying. 

Make no question about it, the B4 Biturbo is quick. Put¬ 
ting out 410bhp and 600Nm torque, it can reach 62mph in 
4.5 seconds and goes on to 187mph. However, the car’s 
approach to those figures isn’t as aggressive as you might 
think. Powered through an eight-speed ZF auto the Alpina 
wafts up to speed in a more relaxing fashion than the body¬ 
kit would allow you to imagine. That exhaust isn’t intrusive, 
giving a lovely, mechanical note under heavy acceleration. 

Alpina makes sure to thoroughly change the suspension 
on any car it makes, and the B4 is no different. The wheels, 
though wearing 245/30 section tyres, bear no impact on the 
car’s ride. In fact, you’d be hard-pressed to find a car that 
deals better with bumps in the road one. It is firm without 
jarring, which is just what you want in a convertible. This is 
bettered by placing the car in comfort mode. Up and run¬ 
ning, the B4 is easy to drive quickly, with the vast amount of 
torque on offer making change of pace quick and effortless. 
It also means it is relaxing to drive on the motorway too. 

The B4’s steering is also excellent, helped no doubt by 
the thin-rimmed wheel. Alpina still curiously chooses to use 
buttons mounted behind the wheel rather than paddle shift¬ 
ers, which is one thing we’d change. That ZF gearbox still 
provides excellent shifts time after time, though. One annoy¬ 
ance was the start-stop system, which had a habit of cutting 
in incredibly early, and then starting again with a jolt. 

Prices start at £62,950. Our test car, fitted with options 
such as adaptive headlights and Merino leather, came in at 
£72,010. Make no mistake, this Alpina is not cheap. For that 
money though, you get a level of subtleness that is hard to 
describe. Given the performance available, the car’s price 
makes sense. When you also take into account the bespoke 
nature of the car’s suspension and powertrain, as well as the 
interior, then it begins to look like good value. 

If you’re looking to stand out from the crowd, the Alpina 
perhaps isn’t the best choice. If, however, you fancy driving 
a car that has understated presence hiding a vast amount of 
performance, the B4 Biturbo may well be for you.

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Swedish 
vibes and 
clean lines 
in the V90

GOODNESS, hasn’t Volvo changed in the six 
years since the Chinese took control, most 
obviously seen in a very un-Swedish outward 
display of confidence in their cars. 

Once upon a time, even right into the age when 
Ford made the big decisions, you would have heard 
how safe and sensible were the cars designed in 
Gothenburg. 

A little dull, perhaps, but so, so appealing to the inner 
accountant and responsible granddad in potential buyers. 

They are still safe today - safer than ever, in fact, with the 
big XC90 SUV emerging as the safest car ever to be crashed 
on purpose in the respected EuroNCAP tests. 

The next new Volvo along is the V90 estate and S90 sa¬ 
loon, tested here and both built on the same underpinnings 
that made the XC90 such a star performer in the safety tests. 

They’re sensible too, with enough room in the rear for trio 
of adults and luggage space that varies from generous (500 
litres in the S90) to luxury van-like (560 litres) in the V90, 
even before you pop the split rear seats flat. 

But no Volvo before has even been introduced with a 
graph showing it roaring away from the lights ahead of its 
competitors, some of them with bigger and more brutish en¬ 
gines doing the work. 


Showcase 

That point was made to both showcase the surprising 
power from the Volvo’s 2.0 litre diesel engines (the firm has 
pledged never to go larger) and the clever technology on 
one of them that gives a boost away from the line. 

That’s called PowerPulse and pumps a high pressure puff 
of air into the turbocharger at low revs to smooth the delay 
you otherwise find between ordering full power and it arriv¬ 
ing that is a downside of turbo’ed motors. 

Most SA/90 models won’t actually have the instant turbo 
effect, making do with a less powerful version of the same 
diesel engine (D4 versus D5) that is going to be much the 
most popular power unit across the new range, with the D5 
taking 20 per cent and the part-electric plug-in hybrid T8 
Twin Engine a niche 10 per cent when it arrives next year. 

Prices start at 32,555 for an S90 saloon in D4 (190hp) 
Momentum trim, moving up to £41,555 for an S90 D5 Mo¬ 
mentum with all-wheel drive and a 235hp engine. 

Head for a posher Inscription version and you add £3,000 
and £2,500 respectively to the bottom line. Fancy an estate 
- most will - and there’s an easily remembered £2,000 price 
hike across the board. 

Handsome 

However much you spend on the newcomer it results in a 
car that looks notably handsome, with uncluttered lines giv¬ 
ing off very Swedish vibes. Same goes for the interior, with 
matt wood flashes in some versions adding to the Scandi 
furniture effect, even if some of the plastics on the dash felt 
a bit ungiving. 

Buy the least expensive of the newcomers and you won’t 
feel shortchanged. 

Standard kit includes all the obvious bits - sat nav, climate 
control, big alloy wheels, heated front seats, power boot of 
tailgate and leather trim. 

It also feels comfortable, with typically well shaped seats 
and a ride that stays the right side of too-firm, if feeling 
modestly bouncy at times. 

You can order in a so-called dynamic mode at the twist 
and push of a knurled wheel between the front seats, but 
this simply makes the steering heavier, even if the auto gear¬ 
box does then change more enthusiastically. 

Drive it in comfort mode and you will still find plenty of per¬ 
formance, even in D4 guise (but the big surprise will come 
when you check the fuel consumption, with an impressive 
52mpg showing after a thorough test. That might be consid¬ 
ered as practical as can be. 

How very Volvo.

Pride of Lions Bob helps 
GB to roar at Olympics 


A BLACK COUNTRY voice has been 
helping Team GB’s boxers reach the gold 
standard for quite some time and it was 
no different during Rio 2016. 

Dudley’s Bob Dillon serves as the GB squad’s 
lead podium potential coach and worked with 
the boxers again this year. He cut short his trip 
to return home for an open day at the gym he 
founded, Lions Boxing Club in Brierley Hill, 
and to join his wife Julie for her 60th birthday 
celebrations. 

In Rio, Joshua Buatsi secured GB’s first boxing 
medal, a bronze, after a points defeat to Kazakhstan’s 
Adilbek Niyazymbetov. 

Joe Joyce followed with a silver in the super heav¬ 
yweight category and Nicola Adams become a double 
gold medalist after repeating her triumph from Lon¬ 
don 2012. 

With GB reaching its target of leaving Brazil with 
three medals, Dillon can take his share of the credit. 

Buatsi, Joyce and Adams all came through his box¬ 
ing programme, as did most of their immediate pre¬ 
decessors who starred at the Olympics. 

Champion 

He’s close to Anthony Joshua, who turned pro to 
become a world champion after going all of the way 
at London 2012. He also worked Luke Campbell, who 
won gold and then turned over to the pro ranks. 

James DeGale, who went to Beijing 2008, was an¬ 
other protege who joined the paid game, and went on 
to become the first British Olympic gold medallist to 
win a world boxing title. 

Dillon, aged 59, is now back full time at the English 
Institute of Sport in Sheffield. New prospects need 
to be brought into the system and prepared for the 
European and World Championships, with the long-

term focus towards Tokyo 2020. “We’ve pretty much 
operated with the thinking of those that medal will 
turn pro. It’s rare that doesn’t come to pass,” he said. 

“Then you’ve got those that we believed would do 
very well in the Olympics and haven’t, for whatever 
reason. Sometimes, it’s just down to being on the 
wrong side of a bad decision. 

“We’ve got to pick them up and bring them on 
again so, hopefully, they get it right next time. You 
only get so many chances. 

“It’s my job to help bring through young boxers and 
that’s where a lot of our attention will be going. 

“We look at some youth boxers, so our age range is 
17-18 up to about 40, which is the senior limit. Audley 
Harrison was 29 when he went to the Sydney Olym¬ 
pics in 2000. 

“It’s hard what we do, but that’s boxing. It breaks 
people more than any other sport. Coming here 
doesn’t suit everybody, but it’s what you need to do 
to get to the top.” 

Dillon is a three-star AIBA boxing coach and has 
been employed full-time at the EIS for six years, hav¬ 
ing previously worked part-time for GB since 1999. 

One Black Country cohort now on the fighting 


team is Darlaston’s Benjamin Whittaker, 19, who was 
picked for the podium squad in May. 

None of Dillon’s fighters at club level have ever rep¬ 
resented GB, despite the Lions alumni containing a 
host of national champions and internationals. 

Andrew Price, James Price, Luke Richards, Ricky 
Summers and Connor Jones all featured for England, 
but no further. Dillon still rates Jones and the late 
Thomas Hickinbottom - who tragically died aged 14 
in 2003 after a freak road accident - among the most 
talented boxers he’s seen first-hand. 

He speaks from a lifetime of experience in the game 
which started when he was 11, at Kinver and then 
Warley Boxing Club. 

He later became head coach for Warley before start¬ 
ing Lions in 2000, which continues to be a family-run 
establishment. 

Corner 

Julie is treasurer and also an accredited judge while 
son Kevin, 32, is a trainer. Then there’s the imposing 
figure of head coach John Shakespeare, who reached 
a national final himself boxing for Warley in the 1987 
senior ABA competition. 

Dillon can still work the corner at club level and 
does so for Lions members when his obligations allow. 
He gave a speech at the open day about what it takes 
to succeed in all areas of boxing. 

He said: “Since the start of 2015, I’ve been to 18 
different countries with my job and I wouldn’t have 
it any other way. 

“I’ve been away with work a lot and it’s vital I’ve 
had the support of family. I’ll be having a go at Tokyo 
and carrying on for as long as my heart is in it. 

“You haven’t got to be fight to be a part of some¬ 
thing in this sport. You can contribute in so many 
different ways. At the club, most of the experienced 
boxers are also coaching and bringing the lads on. 

“Sticking together is the way to succeed.”
